LIBRARY REPORT 





The Board of Trustees of the Town Library herewith submit 
their Thirteenth Annual Report. 

At the beginning of the year the Board was duly organized by 
choice of J. P. Newell as president and treasurer, Mrs. Margaret A. 
Leach as secretary, and Mrs. Jennie F. Center as librarian. 

Our public library is growing, year by year, in size, in value, 
and in usefulness. At the present time there are more than twelve 
hundred volumes in the library, and it has been the policy and the 
endeavor of the trustees to place upon the shelves of the library 
only such books as shall be both interesting and instructive. 

The advantages of a well selected and well read library can hardly 
be overestimated, a reading people are usually an intelligent and 
prosperous people. 

During the past year the librarian has, on several occasions, very 
kindly invited the school children to meet her at the library on Sat- 
urday afternoons, for the double purpose of cultivating in them a 
taste for reading, and also to suggest the kind of books most profit- 
able for them to read. It is hoped that, hereafter, these meetings 
shall be more frequent. ? 

Our efficient librarian is preparing, at considerable pains, a re- 
cord of all books as they are purchased, year by year, or are donated 
by individuals, giving the names of such donors, and also giving the 
titles and authors of the books. 

We desire, also, to call attention to the fact that the librarian has 
prepared and is using a scrap book of ample size, into which are pasted 
for preservation, such interesting clippings from newspapers and other 
sources, as relate to town affairs, or to individuals of the town, 
-whether they still reside here, ar have gone elsewhere. And she 
earnestly solicits such clippings from any and all persons who may 
be interested in the preservation of such items, for at some time 
they may be regarded as of great value, as a source of information. 

In accordance with their usual custom, the ladies of the Social 
Circle have voted twenty-five dollar’s worth of books to the library, 


which will be purchased during the present year, and Mrs. Clarissa 
Griffin still generously gives, rent free, the use of the room in her 
house where the library is kept. 

In addition to books obtained during the year several magazines 
and papers have been donated by individuals, as the report of the 
librarian will show.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 





At number 2 schoolhouse, before the spring term opened, a new 
floor was laid, and the old seats removed, these being replaced by 
seats taken from No. 1 schoolhouse, which is unused, making a decided 
improvement in the comfort and looks of the schoolroom.. As cold 
weather came on new outside windows were added. The spring 
term was not satisfactory as to government but the fall and winter 
terms were profitably kept by a teacher from the Nashua Training 
school, whom we much regretted having to release before the end 
of the school year, by agreement.. The remaining two weeks it was 
thought advisable to omit for the present, owing to the prevalence 
of whooping cough. At number three work did not progress as the 
committee would like, so when the teacher asked for a release after 
three weeks of the winter term, it was granted her. Another took 
her place, but owing to sickness amongst both teacher and pupils, it 
was thought best to close the school for the remainder of the term. 
This schoolhouse is greatly in need of improvement in the way of a 
new floor and new seats and desks, which we hope may be forth- 
coming at an early date. No. 4. This school though small has been 
conducted satisfactorily. An extra week was given them, owing to 
a shortage on the winter term of the previous year. It is hoped that 
arrangements may be made to unite this with some other school, 
owing to the benefit it would be to the pupils. Otherwise much 
needed repairs will have to be made.
